ANENT THE NOMINATING 
Af ter’the signal victory of November 
the sixth Democracy is naturally con­ 
fident and looks eagerly 
for further 
conquests. It has not far to look, for 
in a few months the people likely must 
choose their county and state officers, 
their congressmen and senator?. An­ 
other campaign is upon us, and it it not 
premature to discuss merits 'of candi- 
* dates and 
methods of making the 
democratic nominations. 
Already the suggestion is heard that 
in our first state election the demo­ 
cratic nominees for the state offices 
and U. S. senator should 
be selected 
by a convention instead of by a primary. 
This suggestion 
may emanate from 
those seeking to further the political 
ambitions of some who fear to submit 
their claims to the masses in a primary 
election; or the suggestion may come 


said proposed state for its ratification 
or rejection at an election to be held at 
at a time fixed in said ordinance.xxx 
And further on it is provided that all 
the officers named in the constitution 
shell be chosen at that same election. 
Now there must be one or two things: 
either the enabling act in the clause first 
quoted put the primary law of Oklahoma 
in force 
throughout both territories 
for purposes of both elections mention­ 
ed in the foregoing excerpts; or else 
the constitutisnal conventio 1 
itself, 
by section 4, is empowered to “ provide 
by ordinance” full regulations* govern­ 
ing prim aries^ the coming election. 
lf the convention may prescribe regula­ 
tions to govern the election whereat 
the constitution is voted on 'and the 
state’s first officers are selected,; by 
necessary implication it may, prescribe 
the procedure for putting names on the 
ticket, and in this procedure could be 
included an adequate temporary pri­ 
mary law with penalties. 
®The constitutional convention will be 
democratic. 
The 
primary 
election 
method offnominating is pre-eminently 
a democratic doctrine. It is the duty 
of that convention to p ro v id ed ordin­ 
ance, as above suggested, ample legal 
safeguards for the party’s first state 
primary. 
Throughout the new state, through­ 
out the nation, 
democracy 
stands 
pledged to “ the people’s rule,” to a 
repudiation of all autocratic, oligarchi­ 
cal or centralizing tendencies of our 
government. One of the first reforms 
this holy movement contemplates is the 
election of United States Senators by 
direct vote of the people. 
Ere long 
this will be realized through an amend­ 
ment to the federal constitution. 
In 
the meantime it can practically be se­ 
cured by shoosing senatorial nominess 
in primary elections, and by this means 
alone. 
Should there be elected a state 
officer who is not acceptable to the 
people, his term may end in two years, 
likewise with congressman. 
But not 
so V7ith senators. A mistake made in 
selecting the latter is a mistake which 
may work 'havoc |for six long years. 
Government *is the people’s busineas- 
Let them tend to it. They are tin*! 
of having their highest legislative body 
stigmatized as the “ Millionaires’ Club;” 
they propose henceforth to exereise 
some right of black ball. 
If 
for no 
other rerson, in the, light of contem­ 
porary conditions and thought, a demo­ 
cratic primary is a necessity for the 
selection of Oklahoma’s first senators.

Whatever the motive, in some quar­ 
ters it is agreed that since there is as 
yet no primary law to protect a pri­ 
mary election it will be best to select 
the all-over-state nominees through the 
the convention system: that in the ab­ 
sence of such law the primary would 
be open to wholesale fraud, etc. 
Even if it were true that the primary 
could not be hedged about with legal 
safeguards, still it is doubtful whether 
a convention would be better. 
The 
typical party nominating convention is 
notoriously corrupt and contemptuous 
of 
popular 
preferences. 
It 
has 
given 
birth 
to and 
fostered the 
“ boss” system with all the latter’s 
iniquitous attributes. 
It is w here the cunning ones most 
do congregate and 
hold high car­ 
nival and control. 
There the voice of 
the plain people is lost. 
The average 
convention knows no law but the law 
of machinations and intrigue. 
Even 
without legal safeguards, the primary 
places every man on a plane free and 
equal, makes the voice of the humblest 
as influential as the voice of the might­ 
iest, and is itjnot as easy to find honest 
election officers as it is to find honest 
delegates for a convention? 
But we need not be without a law 
regulating and protecting the primary. 
The statehood 'bill provides: 
. “That the election laws of the Ter­ 
ritory of Oklahoma, as far as applica­ 
ble and not in conflict with this act, 
including the penal laws of said terri­ 
tory of Oklahoma relating to elections 
and illegal voting, are hereby extended 
over the Indian Territory for the pur­ 
pose or the elections provided for in 
this act.’’ 
Then section 4 of the bill provides? 
“ That 
in 
case a constitution and 
o>*te government shall be formed in 
a^P^f.ance with the provisions of this 
ac^ftie convention forming the same 
shall provideby ordinance for submit- 
tingjsaid constitution to the people of

Producing Country 


Condition* Which Hinder H er Becoming a Dangerous 
Competitor for W orld’s Market*.

T h e vast w heat belt of Russia has 
given rise to startling speculation as 
;o the possibilities of the country pro­ 
ducing the world's supply of w heat 
and putting th e 
American 
farm er 
practically out of the 
business 
of 
grow ing th a t cereal* and it is easy to 
figure out th at with 
her 
49.070,000 
a c re s of w heat land, 
exclusive 
of 
v ast acreage in Asiatic Russia, 
she 
could and should produce nearly 
a 
billion and a half bushels of wheat 
each year. 
And then let the indus­ 
trio u s statistician figure out that with 
th e present rate of increase of the 
w heat acreage it will not be many 
years before she will have doubled 
th e acreage devoted to this crop, and 
R u ssia as a com petitor in the wheat 
m a rk e t of the world looms up irre- 
sistable. 


Russia is increasing each year her 
w h e a t area at 
tin' expense of th e 
rye, 
In the ten years from 1894 to 
1904 it was increased 42.27 per cent., 
to only 5.83 per cent, for rye. 
This 
rem a rk ab le grow th of the w heat area 
is partly explained by the growth of 
th e new Asiatic w heat region. 
Yet 
even in European Russia th e sam e 
p ro cess of gradual encroachm ent of 
w h e a t upon the rye area is noticed. 
Rut notw ithstanding her im m ense 
w h e a t acreage, which is nearly one- 
bali ot the total for all Europe, R us­ 
sia produces only 2S.3 per cent, of 
th e total production of Europe. 
T hat 
is of the average production for the 
y e a rs 1899-1903 of 1,626,000,000 bush­ 
els. Russia could claim only 460.000.- 
©00 bushels. 
Hut were the productiv­ 
ity of the w heat fields of R ussia as 
g re a t as th a t of the rest of Europe. 
o n the average the total production of 
w heat 
in 
European 
R ussia 
would 
h av e been about 850,000,000 bushels.

The acreage of Russia is ten tim es 
as large as th at of Germany, its im ­ 
m ediate neighbor on the west, but the 
production of wheat is only th ree and 
m e-half tim es as 
great. 
W ith 
a 
field equal to that of Germany. E u­ 
ropean Russia would boast of a pro­ 
m o tio n of alm ost 1,300,000,000 bush­ 
els. 
And then, too, it m ust be remem- 
oered th a t th e black soil of th e en- 
w heat belt of Russia is excep­ 
tionally fertile, which 
m akes 
the 
small 
yield in proportion 
to 
the 
Acreage the m ore striking. 
In fact, 
ithe R ussian yield of w heat is found 
lo be invariably sm aller than in 
any 
country with the possible exception 
of Argentina, which suffers from 
Its 
ow n peculiar difficulties. 
It is evident, therefore, 
that 
any 
predictions as to th e future develop- 
w ent of the w heat growing industry 
In R ussia m ust take into 
account 
th e general economic and social con­ 
d itions of tho country and its people, 
a s the productiveness of the Russian 
soil is m ost intim ately connected with 
th e possible changes in the system of 
land ow nership and the general edu­ 
cational and economic progress 
of 
th e R ussian people. 
T h a t tho system of land ow nerships 
*n R ussia are largely responsible for 
:he agricultural conditions is appar­ 
ent. 
During the past 40 years there 
bas been a breaking up of the large 
estates through purchase by th e peas­ 
ants, and the gradual shifting of the 
e sta te s which have not been broken 
up from the hands of the nobility into 
the hands of the capitalists. On the 
other hand a slow and gradual, but 
nevertheless 
sure 
concentration 
of 
the peasants’ allotted lands into the 
nands of a growing class of economic* 
ally strong peasants has been going 
on; th a t Is, the concentration of the 
use of the lands, as allotted 
lands 
are not purchasable. 
Accompanying 
this ha* been the gradual 
abandon* 
snant of tha recBvisions of com m unal 


Russia the dividing lino runs ra th e r 
north and south, which agrees with 
the peculiar course of the 
Russian 
isotherm al lines. Thus in Poland over 
99 per cent, of the w heat acreage is 
under w inter w heat; 
in Caucasia TO 
per cent, is under w inter wheat and 
30 per cent, under st ring w heat; in 
E uropean R ussia (1904) 18 per cent. 
is under w inter and 82 per cent, un­ 
der spring w heat; and both in Siberia 
and Middle Asia less than one-half of 
one p ercen t, is under the w inter crop. 
Except in European Russia these pro­ 
portions are fairly perm anent, but in 
European R ussia a decided tendency 
in favor of spring wheat lias Ik'cii no­ 
ticed, as in ISSI the share of w inter 
w heat am ounted to 21 per cent.; or, 
to use a different comparison, while 
the total w heat has increased 56 per 
cent., 
tho 
w inter 
wheat 
increased 
only 22 per cent, and spring w heat 6? 
per cent.

necessarily continue to be low, and 
lienee cannot bt' a cheap wheat, not­ 
w ithstanding the extrem e cheapness 
of labor and the low standard of life. 
In com paring tin' R ussian 
w heat 
yield with that ot the United Stales, 
it is interesting to note th at unlike 
th e I ailed States, Russia produces a 
great deal 
more spring than 
win­ 
ter wheat, the proportion of acreage 
for the United S lates in 1904 being 
approxim ately 61 per 
cent, 
w inter 
and 39 per cont, spring wheat, while 
for the R ussian em pire the propor­ 
tion in 1904 was 25 per cent. of win­ 
ier wheat and 75 per cent, of spring 
wheat. 
.Moreover, the preponderance 
of spring w heat is increasing 
be­ 
cause of the extension of wheat cul­ 
ture into districts which do not ad­ 
mit of w inter crops. 
In 1894 spring 
wheat constituted only 69 per cent. 
In the United Skates the line of di­ 
vision between w inter 
and 
sirin g 
w heat areas run alm ost directly east 
and west, and the w inters of som e 
northern states being too severe to 
perm it of growing w inter wheat. In
